What's That Again...? 


If you find yourself saying things like that now and again, you might be going slowly 
deaf. Deafness is something that we usually associate with older people, but it’s 


actually no respecter of age. 

To get right to the point, if you 
spend a lot of your time around 
competition motorcycles, it would be 
surprising if you were not going slowly 
deaf. Each time a person is exposed to 
noise in excess of a certain decibel 
figure, he suffers what otologists (ear 
specialists) call a “temporary threshhold 
shift." In English, this means that he 
loses part of his hearing. You can 
observe this phenomenon very 
spectacularly when the announcer tries 
to interview the winner of the 
Indianapolis 500 race. Invariably, the 
racer appears to be almost totally deaf. 
The same thing occurs to motorcyclists, 
particularly those who race motocross. 

As stated, this is a temporary 
phenomenon. Given a little time, your 
hearing will slowly return to almost 
normal. Almost is the key word. It 
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To sum up the hazard, anyone 
exposed to un-muffled motorcycles for 
any significant period of time will suffer 
some permanent hearing loss. Only the 
amount of less is open to question. The 
amount depends upon heredity, age, sex 
and the exact conditions of exposure. 

To protect your hearing, several steps 
can be taken. First, quiet your own 
bike, which is the most dangerous 
source of sound. Next try to avoid those 
races where you are subject to 
continuous. sound bombardment. In 
order of hazard, the most dangerous 
races would seem to be TT-scrambles, 
followed by motocross, then desert 
races, the drags, then enduros and 
finally trials. 

Obviously it would be to everyone’s 
benefit to have all competition bikes 
quieted down somewhat. Not only

doesn't return completely to normal, ever. 
Ride enough races, and you will 
certainly go deaf for all practical 
purposes. 

Some people are more susceptible to 
hearing loss than others. Men are 
characteristically more susceptible than 
women. The only way that you can 
tell how susceptible you are is to 
measure your hearing before and after. 
some traumatic experience such as a 
cycle race. Different people will suffer 
different temporary losses. The 
permanent loss will be some small 

_ percentage of the temporary loss. One 
seventeen-year-old who was treated by 
the Otologic Medical Group, one of the 
country’s foremost ear-specialist clinics, 
lost 20 db of hearing in two years racing 
on the desert. He started wearing ear 
plugs at that time, but it was too late. 
He won’t ever hear normally again. 

How much noise is damaging? 
Surprising little. It varies somewhat with 
the frequency (high frequencies are 
more damaging than lower one) but 
essentially any noise above 85 db is 
regarded. as potentially harmful. Not 
long ago we measured the noise from 
some motorcycles at a distance of 50 
feet. We measured well over 100 db at 
50 feet. For one of the noisier bikes 
that produced 110 db at50 feet, a simple 
translation can be performed to show 
that the noise level at 3 feet would be 
about 123 db. (Three feet is about the 
distance from the source of the noise to 
the rider's ear.) Assuming that the 
frequency range of the sound is between 
100 and 1000 cps, it can be seen from 
the accompanying graph that, for 
conservation of hearing, the daily 
allowable exposure time is less than % 
minute! 

In the above discussion we are 
talking about the noise issuing from the 
cycle being ridden. In a race there is also 
noise from twenty or thirty other bikes, 
which of course increases the hazard. If 
you race or attend races you should be 
very conscious of possible hearing 
damage, particularly if you start 
noticing a “full” feeling in your ears or 
if you have difficulty understanding 
Hp eR ee 


From the A.M.A. Archives of Industrial Health 
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would danger to hearing be decreased, 
but our popularity and the popularity 
of our sport would be increased. Begin 
your own friend-to-friend campaign for 
silencers, 

If you must race in noisy events, 
wear ear plugs and get away from the 
noise as often as possible to give your 
ears a chance to recover. Get behind or 


‘in your truck between events, and park 


as far away as practical. The best ear 
plugs, according to Dr. Fred Linthicum 
of the Otologic Medical Group, are 


those of the Surgical Mechanical 
Research Company. These must be 


individually fitted, but they will protect 
your hearing from all but the very worst 
insult. The wax ear plugs sold in drug 
stores are also useful, but not as good as 
the fitted variety. Cotton is completely 
useless. 

Most of the above information was 
supplied by Dr. Linthicum of the 
Otologic Medical Group. This is the 
same group that recently received much 
publicity because of their treatment of 
astronaut Alan Shepard for imner ear 
difficulties. It is derived from research 
projects in several sports and from 
industry. To date no one has measured 
the actual hearing loss of motorcycle 
racers, but we at Cycle News may do so 
in the next few weeks if there is 
evidence of reader interest.

I've been in the Far East for over 3% 
years, and motocross was non-existent 
in California the last time I was there. 
Prado was the greatest track at the time 
and Prado was as smooth as glass. I was 
introduced to motocross here in Japan 
just a few months ago and since then 


have started racing an AT-1. There are 
several: Americans racing over here and 
some have met with moderate success. 
Racing is a lot different over here than 
in Southern Cal. They don’t charge 
admission for spectators so it costs the 
racer about $5.00 for every event he 
enters, and that means heats. I’ve never 
competed against any Americans on the 
tracks I’ve raced on and the Japanese 
contention is that these tracks are too 


. rough. Since I race these tracks every 


Sunday this is pretty good for this 
rookie's ego. I'm also the only foreigner 
in my club and these guys won't let me 
touch my bike. They insist on doing all 
the work on it and that includes 
cleaning it. Motocross has its own 
extension of Japanese hospitality. 

You're porbably wondering why I've 
enclosed a photo from your own paper. 
The tracks in Japan are usually pretty 
rocky, and riding in the back of the 
pack, which is my forte, gets you hit by 
flying rocks too frequently. I'd like to 
know how I could order about eight of 
those chin guards like the one pictured 
for myself and my Japanese friends. I 
weight 180 Ibs. and the Japanese racers 
are all smaller than Jimmy Nicholson, so 
I'd also like to know if they are 
adjustable or if they come in different 
sizes. 

The Japanese are very serious about 
their racing and now that they've 
produced all the world championship 
bikes the only thing left is for them to 
produce a world championship rider. As 
an on the spot observer, I can see this in 
the not-too-distant future.

I am writing this letter to lodge a 
complaint about your District 37 desert 
coverage. As an example, I will speak of 
the article on the Dec. 13 Dual 
European Scrambles at Adelanto. Since 
when is a newspaper published solely 
for the benefit of the rider in either the 
Amateur or Expert class? Your article 
says there were over 400 entries for the 
day, and a real safe guess of how many 
Novices there were would be 60%, and 
yet not even the WORD Novice is 
mentioned in either the article or the 
results. One of the things every desert 
rider (or any other type for that matter) 
really looks forward to is seeing the 
results of his particular race and 
knowing who the hot riders are in his 
class; this can be done through CYCLE 
NEWS only if you print the whole 
desert story and at least partial results 
of all the classes, including Novices. 
What I mean to say is if you’re going to 
cover a race, why not do just that 
instead of almost covering it. Up till 
now I have been an avid read of your 
publication, but, if I cannot expect 
decent coverage from your paper then it 
is no good to me. It now appears to me 
that somebody at your office thinks 
they are too good to include Novice in 
their coverage. I believe they rate as 
much as the next guy, don't you?

What Bill is referring to is, of course, the 
Elsinore Grand Prix which has in the past few 
weeks raised more commotion than a Texas 
Twister in a House of Cards. Bill is mistaken on ~ 
a couple of points: The Elsinore G.P. is a 
sanctioned event. They (the Gripsters) have a 
perfectly legal, valid A.M.A. sanction. The 
implication that the Gripsters do not belong 
“all the way” to the A.M.A. or to District 37 
is also out of line. What is basically at issue is 
the awarding of points for the race to various 
categories of riders. With the number of riders 
in the event, it is a scorer's nightmare. Each 
year the Gripster's have run a fine race only 
to find themselves covered with mud at the 
end because of scoring difficulties. Most of 
the heat is generated because of rider's 
concern for points. This year the Gripster's 
attempted to circumvent the problem by not 
awarding any points except desert. District 37 
would not allow this, so the Gripsters 
exercised their perfectly legitimate option of 
running the event as a sanctioned but 
non-point event. 

There were also a couple other problems to 
which Bill has drawn attention. The entry fee 
is one. It is higher than the district thinks 
justified. And, as he points out, the higher fee 
doesn't guarantee accurate scoring. It may, 
however, keep the number of riders down to a 
manageable size, which will facilitate more 
accurate scoring. Whether the race is worth it 
or not must be decided by the individual 
rider...Ed.

its first road race of the 1971 point 
season.

Number 2 Tries Harder, But ...

RED MOUNTAIN, CALIF. Jan.17,1971 —  Whitey Martino has the Number 
**1" Desert plate this year, Rich Thorwaldson, the Number *'2", and that's the way 
they finished in the second point event of the new year. It's shaping up to be quite a 
desert battle this year. When I walked to Thorwaldson's truck after the race and 
asked him how it went, he said "Second! Again!" very disgustedly. Whitey's truck 
wasn't more than fifty feet away. The two desert aces are more alike than they are 
different: Both are now Checkers, and both are one syllable responders when you ask 
about the race. They said the course was “Great!” They were never more than a 
couple hundred yards apart the whole race. 

Whitey was third to the smoke 
bomb. “I almost ran into him,” Rich 
grinned, and I got the distinct 
impression that that would not have 
been an altogether unpleasant event. 
Tom Poteet was ahead of them. “And 
Duffy Hambleton was already there,”

dropped from a sack in the sky. They 
passed him, and then Poteet. (when his | 
exhaust chamber fell off), and from 
then on it was their own private race.

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Now, Somewhere In The Back Hills Of Pomona...

“We're just baby Sitters,” Paul said 
suddenly. What better way to put it. 

“Mothers drive up to the gates, pay 
the fees and drop off six kids with six 
mini bikes and leave them with us for 
four hours. We’re just baby sitters.” 

It may seem a sad outlook for an 
owner-operator duo to describe their 
motorcycle park, but that's the way 
they see it — and they wouldn't have it 
any other way. Р 

Paul is Paul Marshall, gas station 
owner and the workhorse їп the 
venture. His partner is the man with the 
money and growing enthusiasm, a 
pitcher for the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
Claude Osteen. 

“Our major concern,” says Osteen in 
his boyish Tennessee accent, “is giving 





the young kids a place to ride. 

“We had read about kids having 
trouble finding places to ride their mini 
bikes and we could certainly hear them 
in our alleys so Paul and I kicked the 
idea around and finally started looking 
for an area.” 

About a year ago, Osteen and 
Marshall found such a place in the 
Pomona area. 

“Tt was orginally a tract of land about 
165 acres,” Marshall says. “The city

hillclimbs, not to mention an unobstructed view of the motocross course to be used during the upcoming Steen's CMC series. 


(Pomona) did everything it could to 
help us get the park ok'd by the San 
Bernardino County Board but it was 
rejected in the end. Even the mayor 
came to the hearings." 

Unlike most cities in Southern 
California, Pomona’s government 
officials and residents realized the need 
for a park and were willing to do 
something about it. 

“I orginally had no idea of the 
problems the surrounding cities were 
having. They need a park,” Osteen 
explains. So the pair continued to work. 

Drawing a sketchy map, Marshall 
points out the problems. they faced. 
“That first area, the 165-acre one, was 
situated on the Los Angeles-San 
Bernardino County  Line..and San 
Bernardino turned us down. for many

different reasons.” 

Some of these reasons were personal 
in nature, others political, but all based 
upon mis-information. 

“When Paul told me of the arguments 
against the park," Osteen adds, "it 
really surprised me. I didn't know what 
I was getting into.” 

After the rejection, Osteen and 
Marshall leased another tract of land 
from the same owner, This time one 
covered 200 acres entirely in LA 
County and within the city limits of 
Pomona. With the help of that city’s 


parks and recreation department, 
Claude Osteen Motor Bike Park soon 
opened. 


“This site is 100% better than the 
first,” Osteen states. “It’s away from 
everything but easy to get to.” The 
closest house is about a mile away. 

In four months of operation, the park 
has never had to call an ambulance, 
although the normal scrapes and bruises 
have occurred with a few broken bones. 
There’s a concession stand and a place 
to rent helmets and buy spark plugs. A 
hospital is only a short distance away. 

“Tt started off slow but has picked up 
greatly to where now on weekends we 
get from 300 to 350 riders out here,” 
they proudly point out. 

Recently, the CMC sponsored a 
motocross race at the park, the park's 
first race. “Тһе things Ienvisioned 
would happen when we got our feet on 
the ground are beginning to, now," 
Osteen adds. 

*We've had no trouble with the local 
residents or officials. In the San 
Bernardino hearings they said our fences 
would be cut, fires would occur, as well 
as a host of other problems," Marshall 
explains. *They haven't happened yet; 
and we don't think they will." 

Not surprising to Southern 
California's motorcycle riders, but 
surprizing to Osteen and Marshall is the 
fact that most of the riders showing up 
on weekends don't come from the local 
area. 

"They did at first," says Marshall, 
"but after word began spreading we 
found people from San Diego, 
Riverside, San Bernardino as well as the 
LA area." 


One major reason for this is that the 
park is ideally located for most major 
cities. It is just off the San Bernardino 
Freeway, midway . between San 
Bernardino and downtown LA. Just 
take Highway 71 to Dudley St. and 
follow the signs. 

Beginning this month, the CMC will 
start a series of three races at the Park 
sponsored jointly by Steen’s. 

Now that the park is moving into the 
racing scene, will the original plan to 
make it a recreational facility be set 
aside? 

“I don’t know,” Osteen admits, 
“wed like to have it remain 
predominately for the young kids but, 
well, we really don’t know. Starting this 
track is just like learning to ride a 
motorcycle. I can remember the first 
time I went out there and rode around; 
it was fun and you start off slow then 
begin to get daring...then you fall. Our 
future remains to be seen.” 

Osteen’s off-season chores include 
more than the park; he has several other 
business operations so he doesn’t really 
have the time to devote to the park. 
This he leaves to Marshall. “Besides,” he 
adds, "I've got my family to be with 
and I don't see much of them during 
the summer while on the road." 

"Getting back to the kids," Marshall 
interjected, “‘we’ve been planning with 
the local officials and will attempt to set 
up a riding school for beginning riders. 
You know, mechanics, riding skills and 
hints. This is all in the works, but it's 
something to look for.” 

Later, after Paul was forced to leave 
because of another appointment, I 
asked Claude to elaborate more on the 
riding school but he responded, “Like I 
say, Paul’s in charge of that. In fact, 
that was the first time I’ve heard about 
it, but I think it’s a good idea.” 

Married and a father of four, Osteen 
is experiencing the frustration many 
parents of young sons have also felt. 
“My kids are beginning to want mini 
bikes but where can they ride?" he 
asked himself once. 

His answer was constructive and it 
has turned him and his partner into 
“baby sitters,” ... on a massive scale, of 
course.

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YAMAHA 90 ENDURO TUNE UP 


Following the old idea that if 
you have a good thing going, keep 
it.up, Yamaha keeps making more 
Enduro models. The 90 Enduro is 
one that will surprise even the 
seasoned rider with its handling 
and power. While it is far from 
being a 100-mph road machine, it 
will pull a good-sized rider across 
the desert with amazing ability. In 
the hands of some of the 
lightweight youngsters that will be 
receiving them for Christmas, | 
believe we will see a lot of them in 
the winner's circle this coming 
year. It is still the same old story; 
a machine is only as good as the 
care taken of it, so here are a few 
hints and tips to help you keep it 
in tune so you can get the most 
enjoyment out of it. 





1.) As ignition timing is one of the most 
important items, this should be checked 
often. To gain access to the magneto, remove 
the three screws (arrows) on the outer cover 
behind the shift lever. This cover has a small 
section on the rear of it that also covers the 
clutch adjuster. 





2.) Remove the spark plug, the head comes 
drilled for the installation of a compression 
release or an extra plug (as shown here). Due 
to the angle of the holes, a dial indicator 
cannot be used to check the ignition timing 
unless the head is removed.

3.) This is the system for checking the 
ignition timing. When the line scribed on the 
inner face of the flywheel inspection hole 
(L/H arrow) aligns with the stationary pointer 
(R/H arrow) the contracts should just break. 
If this is checked first, before the contacts are 
cleaned or anything, it will give you an idea 
how it has been running. 





4.) Insert strip of business card between 
contacts and clean them. The other end of 
this card was inserted first and shows an 
exceptional amount of oil and dirt on the 
contacts, If this happens, the flywheel should 
be removed and the points and the area 
around them cleaned up if reliability is to be 
expected.

5.) Use a 19mm wrench to loosen the center 
fixing nut. The flywheel holder is an 
adjustable one available from your dealer 
through Rocky Cycle Co. for about $4. If this 
type of holder is used, you must take care not 
to disturb the setting of the stationary timing 
pointer (photo No. 3) as this would leave you 
with no way of determining ignition timing 
without removing the head and installing a 
dial indicator. 


6.) As most Japanese lightweights use the 
same puller, one to fit should not be hard to 
come by; this particular one is for the Honda 
flywheels but works fine on the enduro. Keep 
in mind that the puller is a left-hand thread 
into the flywheel, but the T-bar is regular 
thread. Make sure the puller is bottomed into 
the flywheel before attempting to remove it 
to avoid thread damage. 





7.) Insert a clean rag between the contacts 
after the flywheel has been removed and clean 
them real good. Also, clean off any oil and 
dirt that may be on the entire body of the 
contacts. Insert the piece of card again and 
check if it comes out clean. When the points 
are clean, reinstall the flywheel and set the 
contacts to .015 inches.

8.) If you are using the ‘buzz box’ or the 
ohmmeter type of timing tester, pull out the 
wiring foom from the magneto from under 
the gas tank. Disconnect the black wire and 
hook the tester onto the magneto side, then 
ground the other tester wire and you will be 
able to check the timing. 





9.) With the timing device on, rotate the 
flywheel in the direction of running, as these 
two marks are aligned, the tester should show 
that the contacts just broke or opened. If not 
right on the money, it must be adjusted, 
"close" is not good enough, that only counts 
in horseshoes and hand grenades. 





10. As the contact backing plate is ot the 
non-adjustable type, the only system you 
have for adjusting the timing is to open or 
close the point gap. This is done through the 
inspection hole with a screwdriver and it must 
be checked each time after the contacts are 
tightened due to the fact that the gap often 
changes when the lock screw is tightened. 


11.) Set the idle air screw all the way to the 
bottom and then back it off one and one-half 
turns. This is a good standard setting, you 
may get a little better idle by adjusting a 
quarter turn either way, but this will usually 
suffice.

Carnegie Growth 


Things are really buzzing these days 
for the Carnegie Cycle Park. 

Established last summer to serve the 
needs of Motorcyclists and Dune Buggy 
Drivers from the Bay Area and San 
Joaquin Valley region, the big park 
offers 1560 acres of inviting and 
challenging topography ranging up the 
bold convolutions of the Livermore hills 
from a convenient stretch of two and a 
half miles of road frontage. 

It is the largest facility-of its kind in 
California, according to veteran 
motorcycle racer John “Bud” Brillisour 
of Castro Valley, who is president of the 
operating agency. And it is being 
developed in accordance with precepts 
espoused by the East Bay Regional 
Parks District, which views the new park 
as a welcome adjunct to its own nearby 
Del Valle Regional Park. 

On Jan. 8, 160 young sycamore 
tree s were planted in random style 
down the park’s main valley. Tony 
Smith, Del Valle’s manager, was on 
hand to advise the Carnegie workers as 
to the most practical and efficient 
methods of using such plantings in 
ecologically oriented enhancement. of 
the region’s natural resources. 

Lending a bit of extra excitement to 
the occasion was an appearance by Dick 
*Buggs" Mann of San Pablo, America’s 
fourth-ranking professional motorcycle 
racer. Mann brought in the first of the 
sycamores on the handlebars of his bike, 
riding in dramatically on one wheel as if 
his mount were an eagerly rarin' 
charger. He was joined by. cute 
nine-year-old Kelly Brillisour, who had a 
smaller tree on her minibike. Later, 
Mann gave a brief exhibition of hill 
climbing and racing techniques for those 
who had assembled.

One of the most difficult questions 
facing people today is the question of 
land use. Each day the number of 
people increases, but the amount of 
land available stays the same. Thus each 
person’s share becomes smaller and 
smaller. Not too far back the Indians 
owned the western United States. The 
entire population west of the Mississippi 
was probably” not much greater then 
than the population of Glendale today. 
Now we have people fighting over each 
acre. We motorcyclists need land to 
indulge in our favorite sport. No land, 
no sport. Not very complicated. It is 
currently illegal to ride off-road 
motorcycles in the counties surrounding 
Los Angeles without permission in 
writing from the land owner. So now, 
proud owner of a Yamsuki 250 with 
ear-splitting expansion chamber and 
knobby tires, where do you ride? 

Well, if you’re young and fit and 
have a fair amount of money you can 
ride competition. For the moment at 
least, organized competition is not being 
outlawed, But have you noticed that 
more and more people are showing up 
at each event? Were you one of the ones 
who recently paid several dollars for 
admission to a motocross park, several 
more dollars for an entry fee, waited an 
intermintable length of time only to be 
allowed to ride a mere 6 laps around a 
one mile course? Has it occurred to you 
that maybe some of the people glutting 
the motocross course would rather be 
riding somewhere else, if only there 
were a place ro ride? Could it possibly 
be in your interest to help in the search 
and fight for new places to ride? 

The situation is critical right now. 
There are many people who would like 
to see motorcyclists banned, or maybe 
even exterminated We have a 
reputation for being loud, noisy, rude, 
crude and uncouth. These anti-m/c 
people are not great in number but they 
have several advantages over us. First is 
organization. Second is money. Third is 
energy. They aren't lazy. We can beat 
the first two advantages but I don't 
know about the third. 

One of the places where you can ride 
in Southern California right now is the 
Angeles National Forest. Surprised? So 
was I. But the entire forest with the 
exception of a National Wilderness area 
is open right now. That wilderness area 
comprises less than 5% of the area of 
the forest: The rest? Thereare just short 
of 700,000 acres of forest in the 
Angeles National Forest. That’s a lot of 
riding room. But before you load your 
scooter and head for the forest, read the 
rest of this article. There are a few 
things you need to know. 

The U.S. Forest Service is charged 
with administering the National Forest 
with several goals in mind. - Most 
important, they must protect the forest. 
Neither we nor anyone else can be 
allowed to destroy the forest for fun or 
profit. So several areas of the forest are 
closed to the public during the most 
critical fire season. These areas-are along 
the southern face of the mountains,

immediately above the towns of 
Pasadena, La Crescenta, Upland, 
Pomona and such. They are closed from 
July Ist until the area receives one inch 
of rain, which is usually about January. 
Right now they are all open. The fire 
closure areas are not static; as the 
situation changes, changes are made in 
the closure area. This year a large chunk 
of area was removed from closure 
because the forest service got some 
access roads and some fire stations in 
the area which, reduced the hazard. 
With the exception of the closure area 
and the wilderness area we can virtually 
ride where we want to in the Angeles 
National Forest. 

Of course there are some natural 
problems. The mountains in this area 
are incredibly steep and rugged. Many 
of the canyons are so steep that even 
hikers don't use them. And right now, 
much of the area is under a nice white 
blanket of very cold snow. For those of 
you unfamiliar with the phenomenon, 
traction in snow is chancy to say the 
least. And the trails are hard to spot, 
even when they aren't covered with 
snow. 

To help get around some of these 
problems, we at Cycle News are going to 
find trails and riding areas, locate them 
accurately and then publish directions 
and descriptions. We will devise some 
sort of a grading system so that 
hopefully we won't have people dying 
of either boredom or multiple injuries. 
Does that sound good to you? It should, 


because it means that within a few 
months or a year there will be a 
published network of trails and dirt 
roads for cyclists to ride that may total 
several thousand miles in all. These will 
be suitable for all grades of rider, from 
beginner to ace enduro star. 

The one fly in this ointment is that 
several interests might combine to get 
the forest closed to us before we ever 
get started. Like any other organization, 
the Forest Service responds to pressure, 
and right now they are being pressured 
to close the forest, particularly to motor 
vehicles. Chief organizations responsible 
for the pressure are the horseman 
groups and the Sierra Clubers. These 
two groups have a common policy, 
“Close the forests to everyone but us 
because we really enjoy nature and we 
don’t do any harm.” It’s a short-sighted, 
stupid policy and the last part of it is a 
lie, but that is what’s going down. There 
are three ways to fight. 

First of all, we must remove their 
ammunition. The chief complaint is that 
we destroy everything we come in 
contact with. They say we tear up the ` 
ground with our tires and pollute the air 
with a ghastly din. By now you know 
one of the answers as well as I do. Spark 
arresters- and silencers. They are an 
absolute must. Get them on your own 
scooter and persuade your buddy to put 
one on his. After all, it’s your land he’s 
going to lose. If he won’t help, he’s part 
of the problem. Secondly, learn about 
the soil youride on. Don’t tear up virgin 
soil when there’s a perfectly good trail 
or road a few yards away. Curb your 
urge for speed on wet or fragile ground.

There are over a million of us; if we 
each destroy one acre, where are our 
sons going to ride? Try to ride like an 
Indian would, leaving no trace of your 
path. 

Secondly, we must learn to write to 
our legislators and Forest Service 
administrators and the like. We 
outnumber our adversaries 10 to 1 but 
we can never convince anyone of it for 
in the letter writing game they 
outnumber us by 1000-to-one. Most of 
the people who have tried to help us 
think we’re illiterate, or at the very least 
too poor to afford postage. Here’s a 
suggestion for everyone who belongs to 
a club. Get someone in the club to track 
down important people. (M.O.R.E. or 
your local daily newspaper can be a big 
help.) We'll publish the address of a lot 
of them in Cycle News. Then make it a 
regular part of the club meeting to have 
each member of the club write letters 
right there on the spot to the people 
selected for that week. They don't have 
to be long, just something like, ‘Dear 
senator, What are you doing to help 
promote more riding areas for 
motorcyclists? Have you supported bill 
————— ? If you don’t, don't expect 
my vote next November. Yours truly" 
If the 100 AMA clubs in Southern 
California do this once a week for a 
period of one year, our legislators will 
get 300,000 letters from us. One hint: 
don't rely on anyone mailing the letter, 
even if he writes it during the meeting. 
Collect all the letters and have the 
secretary mail them.

Just tell these gentlemen that you 
would love to ride in the Angeles 
National Forest, if you just knew where 
to go, and assure them that you have no 
wish to destroy the forest. Mr. Dufault 
would love to help us if he had just a 
little backing. He even went so far as to 
seek out a pominent magazine editor, a

man who is involved in setting up one of 
our national championship enduros, and 
asking him to help set up programs for 
cyclists and help get them involved. The 
man wasn't interested. He felt that there 
was still area north of Trona where we 
could ride, so the problem wasn't 
urgent. Art told me that the letters are 
what gets the action. If you don't write, 
don't bitch when there isn't any place 
to ride. 

On March 16, 17 and 18 there are 
going to be some public meetings held 
to determine the fate of the Angeles 
National Forest with respect to 
motorized vehicles. Mr. Dufault has 
some maps drawn up representing 
various views. On each map he has an 
area painted red. That represents the 
area that will be closed to us 
permanently. On one map it just shows 
the wilderness area and some small areas 
where we presumably come in conflict 
with the horseman. On the next map, 
the southern two thirds of the map is 


red. Dufault thinks this is what they’ll 
finally wind up with. “After all,” he 
says, “This forest had seven million 
visitors last year and very few of them 
were motorcyclists. And we don’t get 
very many letters from cyclists asking 
about facilities." The next map shows 
the whole Eastern portion of the forest 
red. The last map shows the whole 
forest red. This last map represents the 
position of the Siera Club. In the 
March meetings, everyone who is 
interested will have a chance to have his 
say. The horsemen will be there; the 
Sierra Clubbers will be there. The Forest 
Service will be there listening. Is anyone 
going to be there to represent our side? 
I would like to think that the A.M.A. 
will be there and maybe a delegration 
from the M.I.C. but why can't we have a 
delegate from each club? Or better yet, 
why not have each one of us show up to 
express our views? Or maybe, like the 
do-nothing editor, you think we don't 
need the Angeles Forest to ride in. I'm 
not going to tell you where the meetings 
are. Call Art Dufault and ask him. He'd 
like to hear from you, even on the 
telephone. His number is (213) 
681-2631. 

And why doesn't someone propose 
that we ban horseman from the forest? 
After all, that's just as logical and there 
are a lot more of us than them.

FLAG-UP FOR 
PISMO DUNES 


If you ride your motorcycle on the 
sand dunes in the vicinity of Pismo 
Beach there are a few things you should 
be aware of in order to remain 
attractive, healthy and reasonably 
solvent. Bikes are welcome on the beach 
but racers are not. There are speed 
limits and those who break them are in 
for fines of up to $200.00. In really 
outrageous cases the officer can 
apparently issue an order for the vehicle 
to be junked. 

Many people use the dunes but there 
is no real tax structure which can handle 
clean up and disposal of litter. 
Therefore it is up to each person who 
uses the area to help keep it clean. Their 
slogan is “If there was room to haul it 
in, there is room to haul it home.” 

In head-to-head contests between 
four-wheeled vehicles and motorcycles 
it has been our experience that the 
four-wheeled vehicle always win, and 
the loser is usually buried. The Pismo 
dunes are at best a dangerous place to 
ride. But if buggy and Jeep drivers can’t 
see you, it’s suicide. The way to be seen 
is attach a 12 foot whip to your bike 
with a flag on top. If you don’t care for 
this idea, you are request to kindly stay 
away from the area. Bamboo whips are 
available at the dunes but it is much 
better to buy the spring mounted type 
which are intended for mobile short 
wave radio vehicles. Reasonable speeds 
and high visibility guarantee you a 
reasonable chance of survival. 

A blazing bonfire on the beach is one 
of the best parts of the beach 
experience. But please don’t burn the 
brush that you see around you. That 


brush didn’t just happen; it was planted 
to keep sand from drifting in undesired 
locations. You can consider it sort of 
planned parenthood for sand dunes.

According to information gathered 
by Torco Oil Company in a recent 
survey — ingredients in non-leaded fuels 
may be responsible for stuck rings, 
varnished pistons and. excssive blow-by. 

Change in fuel compsotion might 
bring about carbon and varnish troubles 
that have never been encountered 
before in snowmobiles, motorcycles and 
A.T.V. engines. 

No-lead gasolines are not yet proven 
performers in 2-cycle engines. The 
survey shows evidence that removing 
lead and increasing the aromatic-olefin 
content of gasoline could be the reason 
for failures from carbon and tar deposits 
in new engines still in warranty. 

Technicians at Torco points out that 
no-lead fuels as they now exists have 
more potential deposit-forming 
elements than the chemistry of today’s 
2-cycle oil may be able to control, the 
survey reveals.

Ron Bunn was 
early off the line, Jim and Chuck close 
behind. Jim eased by Ron, leaving 
Chuck Minert (who clearly out-rode 
them) to hound Rom for a passage he 
would never find. 

Jim led the final moto (Chuck 
followed in a comfortable 2nd, Ron 
3rd). But Ron still was second overall 
behind Jim — and just ahead of a rugged 
veteran, Chuck **Mr. BSA" Minert. 

The 250 Intermediates have to be 
about the best-matched, in skill and 
machinery, that I have ever seen. Morris 
Malone had a slight point lead, at the 
end of the second mot, over Frank 
Rowe. Frank had a 2nd in the first 
round. 

In the second, FRank took over the 
lead on a downhill chanelling into a 
sandwash, but missed the groove and 
dropped to 8th. He worked his way into 
5th before the finish but knew the final 
moto would decide. Frank led the 
whole shooting match lap after lap, 
hounded by Terry Gabriola who 
managed to get by and cool Frank’s 
Ossa. Terry was no threat points wise — 
and the 2nd place gave Frank a Ist 
overall. 

The CMC promotes the finest 
spectator events in southern California. 
The riders, mostly Juniors, supply the 
competition. Next week will be the 
second race of the Steen’s Metisse 
trophy series — see you at Osteen’s.

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SPEEDWAY AND ME = — anew cownn sy BARRY BRIGGS 


Sometimes I get to wondering what this speedway business is all about. It’s tough 
on the human frame, tiring on the mind and a constant onslaught on the nervous 
system. And the permanent risk and danger involved never comes home more clearly 
than when a buddy is caught up in a fatal track accident. 


The element of danger hit me fairly 
and squarely between the eyes just a 
few weeks back when Aussie star 
Gordon Guasco died following a crash. 
Apart from being a nice guy, Gordon 
was a fine rider — a top star in the 
British League and virtually unbeatable 
around the big Australian bowls. 

He lived for speedway — and 
ultimately, he died for it. It took a little 
time for his passing to really sink in — 
and once it did, the same old niggling 
worries kept running through my mind. 
Is it worth it? Should life be so full of 
risks? Is it fair on my wife June and our 
kids Gary and Tony? 

I never actually got around to 
answering my own questions. Once the 
impact of Gordon's sad passing had 
faded a little, I just got on with the job 
of racing. Let's face it, it's the only 
thing I know! So why do I race? 

Well, for a start, I'm a born 
competitor. Secondly, I'm crackers 
about motorcycles. Put the two 
together, and it stands to reason that I 
just have to race. It's a natural instinct 
as far as I'm concerned — the same sort 
of drive that makes people want to 
climb mountains or test new aircraft or 
go to the moon. 

Money?,Well, that comes into it too. 
The lolly is not all important, but I 
can't deny that speedway has given me a 
lovely home in Southampton, complete 
with swimming pool, sauna bath, a 
miniature golf course and all sorts of 
other luxuries that I never even dared to 
dream about during my childhood in 
Christchurch, New Zealand. 

But when it comes to the bit, I 
suppose the biggest factor that drives 
me on is a compelling need to win. 
Second best isn't good enough — I have 
to be up there in front. Some people say 
this is professionalism, but in plain, 
everyday words, it simply means that I 
hate being beaten! And when I am, I do 
everything possible to insure that I do 
better next time out. 

Being the top man at your job is a 
great feeling — a feeling I know well 
since I've won. speedway's World 
Championship on four occasions. That's 
a statement of fact, not an expression of 
egomania. It's also true that I've won 
just about every other major trophy in 
British and European speedway at some 
time or other. And now'that speedway 
is on the up and up in America, I'm 
aiming to pick up some silverware here, 
too! 

Mind you, it isn't going to be easy, 
because what you know as speedway in 
the States is vastly different from 
British racing. Take the tracks, for 
example. The most successful Stateside 
center is at Costa Mesa, where racing 
takes place on a tight 180-yard circuit. 

‘Now compare it with the English 
scene, where tracks vary between 300 
and 420 yards long on average. The 
smallest is at Crayford (Kent), a Second 
Division circuit which is fractionally 
under 300 yards long. This season, 
former British champions Halifax will 
race on a new 448-yard track — the 
biggest in First Division racing. 

Quite obviously, a rider has to adapt 
his style considerably to tackle a tight 
little track like Costa Mesa, but the 
principle remains the same. To be 
honest, I always enjoy myself at Costa 
Mesa — it’s a little strange first time out, 
but once you get used to it, everything 
is fine. 

Back home, I have to adapt my style 
from week to week in order to fulfill all 
my commitments. From Monday to 
Saturday — every week between the 
beginning of April and the tail-end of 
October — I ride for Swindon in the 
First Division of the British Speedway 
League. It’s a tough competition

involving 19 clubs from all over 
England, Scotland and Wales. 

Every Sunday, I fly off to the 
Continent — occasionally for legitimate 
speedway meetings in Germany, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and throughout 
Scandinavia, but more often than not

for long-track meetings on either sand 
or grass surfaces. These tracks are 
usually about 1,000 meters long, and 
require a totally different technique to 
speedway. 

Now and again, I dabble at 
scrambling and trials, and I’ve also had a 
go at ice racing, which is very popular in 
Sweden and Russia. This is speedway on 
ice, except that broadsiding is out of the 
question since you gam complete 
traction with the ice via two-inch spikes 
in the front and rear wheels. If you 
reckon it sounds frightening, just take 
my word for it — it is! 

All things considered, my whole life 
is bound up in racing motorcycles. 
Neither the engine capacity nor theshape 
or style of the track really concerns me 
too much. Just give me a bike, lead me 
to a track and I'll have a go — it's as 
simple as that. 

Which brings me back to the 
American scene. Real speedway 
meetings here are few, so I'm trying my 
hand at other forms of racing. I've 
already had experience of indoor short 
dirt track (Houston), and this year, I'll 
be racing on short-track concrete 
surfaces for the first time on a 250cc 
machine. It's something new as far as 
Im concerned — but don't be fooled 
into thinking that I'm coming here 
totally unprepared! 


When I first got to hear about these 
concrete tracks, I put down a short 
circuit on some waste land at the foot 
of my garden in Southampton and got 
the Yamaha people (who sponsor me in 
the States) to send me over a 250 
machine. After a lot of work, I got the 
surface of my practice track bone hard 
— not unlike concrete — and then spent 
several weeks getting the hang of things 
and. generally annoying the neighbors. 

Sometime this year, I aim to do some 
long-track racing in the States — on 
concrete circuits over % mile and mile 
raceways, too. Again, something new to 
me — and again, I’ll be prepared. 
Yamaha have sent me an exciting new 
650cc engine, which is at present in my 
Southampton workshop being fitted 
into a specially-constructed frame. 

I’m told the engine will top 130 
miles an hour, which sounds pretty 
wild. Then, if all goes well, I'll have a go 
at the Stateside long tracks during the 
summer months, . 

Im going to be commuting to 
America quite a lot this year — and 
coupled with my British League 
commitments, weekend sand and grass 
track meetings in Europe, international 
matches, big trophy meetings behind 
the Iron Curtain and World 
Championship meetings all over the

place, I reckon I’m set for a busy time. 

Still, no complaints. You must have 
gathered by now that in spite of all the 
dangers, the problems of traveling and 
the almost permanent lack of adequate 
sleep, I’m still as enthusiastic about 
motorcycle racing now as when I first 
started almost 20 years ago. 

In future editions of this newspaper, 
I'll be recalling some of the things that 
have happened during those 20 eventful 
years — happy times, tragic moments 
and all stops in between. I'll tell you 
about the drama of a World 
Championship Final, the 
behind-the-scenes nervous tension that 
is a part and parcel of modern speedway 
racing. 

And at the same time, I'll take a 
close look at the speedway scene in 
Britain and throughout the continent so 
that you can keep abreast of current 
events and eventually understand the 
workings of speedway racing on the 


m.o.r.e. 


approximately 100 acres and about 5 
miles of trails. 

I attended that meeting as did a large 
number of other morotcyclists. One 
thing which became readily apparent to 
all of the hundreds of persons present, 
was that the motorcyclists (to a man) 
presented logical arguments and never 
"lost their cool" in spite of frequent 
heckling. On the other hand, all of those 
present were rather apalled at the 
tantrum-like, immature and illogical 
behavior of those who opposed the 
inclusion of motorcycling facilities. I 
believe that the general public is 
beginning to have some second thoughs 
about the “established image” of 
motorcyclists. 

In any event, the Department of 
Parks and Recreation must have heard 
our message, because at the time of this 
writing, a motorcycle area is still in the 
plans while many other planned 
recreational facilities have since been 
omitted. 

There are many who feel that a 
measly 100 acres and 5 miles of trails 
are hardly worth the trouble of 
defending. But we must not lose sight of 
the fact that this is our foot-in-the-door. 
Our very first, precedent-setting 
opportunity to have the State of 
California recognize our needs in the 
form of action, as opposed to words on 





paper. And let me assure you that this is 
important. 

Several times during the Pt. Mugu 
discussion, non-motorcyclists made 
statements to the effect that their 
organization recognized that our needs 
should be satisfied, but not at Pt. Mugu! 
Director Mott countered by by saying, 
"Everyone wants a firehouse in the 
neighborhood, but not next door!" 


11,000 ACRE RIDING AREA?. 


The furor over Pt. Mugu, if nothing 
else, has served to publicize our needs. 
As a result of our good showing and 
presentation of logical arguments, I was 
subsequently contacted and informed 
that the U.S. Government is desirous of 
giving the 11,000 acre site of Camp 
Irwin (near Barstow) to the State of 
California. I have been.given to believe 
that if the motorcyclists want this area 
as a riding area, the State of California 
might accept the offer. I volunteered to 
pursue this matter and am now in 
contact with our congressional 
representatives in Washington, D.C. 

I need your help! I am not personally 
acquainted with the area but 
understand that it has very definite 
possibilities. Certainly, some of you 
have ridden there or near there. Is this 
an area which we want for our own? If 
not, I'll tell them to “forget it.” If so, 
let’s get it!
